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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The argued features, i.e., handoff determination 
method comprising determining handoff based on a measured quality of signals from base stations and a criterion of the determination of 
handoff, determining whether the handoff performed a predetermined repetition pattern of handoffs and change the criterion of the 
determination of the handoff, read upon Shi in view of Andrus because Shi teaches method and system for initiating idle handoff based on 
signal strengths of active pilots of base stations where the mobile station operates. Also, Shi teaches slight variations in signal strength of 
pilot signals from base stations may cause unnecessary an unwanted handoff therefore Shi develops a method and system for monitoring 
pilot signals, e.g., first, second, third and so on pilot signals radiated from base stations, determining the sum or differences between the 
total strengths of these pilot signals and a position-weighting term is also determined less than a design parameter, then the handoff is 
initiated (see Shi, col 5 lines 50-67, col 6 lines 1-27). Andrus teaches about avoiding repeating the pattern handoff, the access terminal 
measures the assigned channels and determines the stronger access points for handing off (see Andrus, pp [26]-[27]), therefore 
combination of Shi and Andrus teach and disclose the argued features, handoff determination method comprising determining handoff 
based one measured quality of signals from base stations and a criterion of the determination of handoff, determining whether the handoff 
performed a predetermined repetition pattern of handoffs and change the criterion of the determination of the handoff. As such, the argued 
features were written such that they read upon the cited references. . 
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
